The  following  Articles  which  were  passed  at  the  1973  Town  Meeting  were  processed 
as  follows: 

Article  #7.   Reference  to  our  own  snow  removal  equipment  versus  contractor. 

Having  no  response  from  two  notices  published  in  the  newspaper  for  snow 
removal  bids,  it  was  decided  by  the  Selectmen  that  the  purchase  of  snow  removal 
equipment  was  necessary. 

After  meeting  with  the  Budget  Committee,  it  was  decided  that  Kenneth 
Bolduc  and  Joseph  Lauze  would  purchase  the  equipment. 

This  purchase  consisted  of  two  (2)  International  Dump  Trucks  and  one  (1) 
Viking  snow  plow  with  wing  and  removal  of  the  old  plow,  to  the  new  International 
truck. 

We  are  hoping  to  save  the  Town  approximately  ($7,000.00)  Seven  thousand 
dollars  this  year. 

Article  #13.   In  reference  to  Recreational  Vehicle  Ordinance. 

A  committee  was  formed  and  after  three  meetings  and  much  discussion, 
the  New  Hampshire  State  Legislature  passed  House  Bill  #10,  thus  eliminating  a 
need  for  this  ordinance. 

Article  #4.   Reference  Town  Hall  -  Remodeling  versus  new  construction. 

Committee  was  formed  holding  four  (4)  meetings  and  the  committee  hopes 
to  have  an  oral  report  from  the  floor  at  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting  to  be  held 
on  March  5,  1974.

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1973  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


In  1973,  the  Planning  Board,  in  assuring  that  development  takes  place 
in  Rollins  ford  in  an  orderly  fashion,  examined  the  following  major  subdivisions 
for  the  amount  and  kind  of  load  they  would  place  on  the  various  community  services 
so  as  to  make  sure  that  any  undue  cost  would  be  met  in  advance  by  the  subdividers ; 

1)  Olde  English  Village 

The  MacBro  Construction  Corporation  submitted  subdivision  plans  for  a 
216  bedroom  apartment  complex  in  Dover  with  swimming  pool  and  tennis  court  in 
Rollins  ford.   Revised  plans  were  finally  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  after  the 
developer  agreed  to  meet  Zoning  and  Subdivision  requirements. 

2)  Sunningdale  Estates 

Lewis  J.  Fisher  submitted  a  site  plan  for  80  condominiimi  units.  The 
Planning  Board  approved  the  construction  of  8  units  but  denied  any  further 
development  unless  a  community  sewerage  disposal  system  is  installed  and  certain 
other  Zoning  and  Subdivision  requirements  are  met. 

3)  Dover  Shopping  Plaza,  Inc. 

Driscoll  Realty,  Inc.  submitted  plans  for  the  subdivision  of  some  28 
acres  in  Rollinsford  for  commercial  use.   The  Board  approved  revised  plans  which 
included  among  other  requirements  a  50  foot  Right-of-Way  to  the  rear  of  the  sub- 
divided land. 

In  addition  to  the  above  major  subdivisions  the  Board  reviewed  several 
small  subdivisions  and  received  and  answered  several  inquiries  from  builders  and 
developers  relative  to  Zoning  and  Subdivision  requirements  for  different  land 
uses. 

A  sub-committee  comprised  of  Paul  Fiske,  Chairman,  Bill  Flemming  and 
Martin  Lussier  was  established  to  review  our  subdivision  rules  and  regulations. 
The  Planning  Board  also  met  with  the  Board  of  Adjustment  to  consider  changes 
in  our  Zoning  Ordinance.   Public  hearings  on  such  proposed  changes  will  be 
held  in  the  spring  of  1974.

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STRAFFORD  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION  REPORT-1973 


What  is  Regional  Planning?   It  a  cooperative  effort  of  cities  and  towns 
to  develop  plans  for  necessary  programs  which  affect  all  without  regard  for  muni- 
cipal or  town  borders.   It  is  a  joint  effort,  based  on  mutual  cooperation,  to 
meet  community  and  area  wide  needs  which  cannot  be  met  as  effectively  by  any  in- 
dividual city  or  town. 

VJhat  is  the  present  status  of  regional  planning  in  New  Hampshire?   On 
April  19,  1973,  Governor  Meldrin  Thompson,  Jr.  issued  Executive  Order  #73-8  which 
solidified  the  State  office  of  Comprehensive  Planning  and  assumed  the  full  control 
for  all  State  planning  activities.   The  organizational  set-up  is  as  follows.   From 
the  governor's  office  to  six  substate  regions,  then  to  Strafford  Regional  Commis- 
sion, then  to  Rollinsford  Planning  Board.   The  Strafford  region  consists  of  15 
cities  and  towns  and  is  a  member  of  Sub-State  area  6  which  encompasses  42  towns 
and  cities  and  extends  along  the  seacoast  area  from  Maine  to  Massachusetts. 

When  and  how  was  the  Strafford  Region  formed  and  what  is  it's  present 
status?  The  region  was  formed  in  1969  when  Rollinsford,  Dover,  and  Somersworth 
voted  to  inaugurate  a  regional  commission.   The  creditation  process  was  quite 
complicated  and  it  was  not  until  1972  when  all  the  regional  studies  necessary, 
su<:h  as  an  Open-Space  Plan,  Housing  Survey,  Over-all  Design,  Preliminary  Compre- 
hensive Land  Use  Plan,  and  a  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Study  were  completed.   An 
office  in  Dover  has  been  established  and  is  staffed  by  a  director,  assistant 
director  and  two  clerks.   Rollinsford  is  allowed  two  commissioners  by  statute, 
one  of  them  is  on  the  executive  committee  at  this  time. 

VJhat  has  been  Rollinsford' s  Financial  Participation  in  the  Region?  We 
spent  $288.00  in  1969  when  the  region  was  formed  and  as  a  result  of  this  member- 
ship received  $75,000.00  from  the  Federal  Government  which  was  out  share  of  a 
10%  Bonus  Grant  thru  the  EPA  for  our  newly  erected  sewerage  disposal  plant.   In 
1970  we  spent  $615.00;  1971  -  $1,300.00;  1972  -  $830.00.   These  were  regional 
creditation  years  and  the  critical  formative  period.   In  1972  our  request  for 
matching  funds  of  $10,000.00  to  purchase  66  acres  of  town  land  for  Open  Space 
was  reviewed  by  the  commission,  approved  and  forwarded  to  State  Planning  Office. 
In  1973,  these  funds  were  received  and  the  land  purchased.  Also  in  1973,  a 
Historic  District  Ordinance  and  Design  for  the  downtown  area  is  being  prepared  for 
about  $2,000.00  and  will  be  presented  to  the  town  for  approval  at  a  later  date 
when  it  is  completed.  We  were  also  able  to  get  $1,125.00  to  be  matched  with 
$375.00  from  our  local  Conservation  Commission  to  survey  the  above  66  acres  as 
well  as  other  town-owned  land  from  the  Ford  Foundation  because  of  the  above 
Open  Space  Program.   In  1973,  our  appropriation  was  $1,275.00  and  the  proposed 
amount  for  1974  is  the  same.  The  region  is  working  this  year  on  the  Waste 
Disposal  problem  and  finding  sources  for  recycliable  materials  as  well  as  a 
regional  land  fill  operation.   For  the  town  of  Rollinsford  to  have  their  own 
land-fill  operation  at  this  time  is  too  costly  and  some  other  solution  seems  to 
be  necessary.   If  any  questions,  contact  the  Commissioners.

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CONSERVATION  CCMMISSION  REPORT  FOR  1973 


Your  Conservation  Commission  is  happy  to  announce  that  we  have  received 
the  Ten  Thousand  Dollar  ($10,000.00)  matching  fund  grant  from  the  Department  of 
Resources  and  Development.  This  was  made  possible  thru  the  efforts  of  the  Select- 
men, Joseph  Quinn,  Wayne  Eddy,  and  George  Oilman  of  D.R. E.D.,  Alexander  Taft  of 
State  Office  of  Comprehensive  Planning,  and  the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Com- 
mission. 

In  conduction  with  the  above,  your  commission  applied  for  a  grant,  and 
a  matching  fund  grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation  of  New  York.   It  is  my  pleasure 
to  announce  that  we  have  received  a  grant  of  Seven  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars 
($750.00),  and  a  matching  grant  for  Three  Hundred  and  Seventy-Five  Dollars 
($375.00).   This  money  to  be  used  for  surveying  Town  owned  land.   This  grant  was 
obtained  through  the  efforts  of  George  Leuchs ,  Michael  Peters,  the  Selectmen,  and 
Malcolm  Taylor,  Consultant  for  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Conservation 
Commissions. 

Paul  Hanson,  Treasurer  of  the  Commission,  has  opened  a  separate  account 
at  the  local  bank  in  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,500.00)  for  better 
accounting  control. 

Through  the  efforts  of  commission  member  Michael  Peters,  a  team  of 
surveyors  led  by  John  Moore  will  do  the  surveying,  (perimeter)  Topography  (Map- 
ping) of  the  area. 

The  commission  has  also  been  in  contact  with  members  of  the  Cemetery 
Trustees,  and  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  commission  would  start  planting  maple 
trees  to  replace  the  ones  that  were  cut  down.   It  is  hoped  that  this  work  will 
start  this  Spring. 

A  tree  damaged  last  winter  by  snow  plows  was  replaced  by  the  commission. 
Plans  are  being  formulated  to  set  up  a  mini-park  near  the  Salmon  Falls  River  just 
past  the  railroad  near  the  dam.   It  is  hoped  that  this  project  will  be  completed 
this  spring.   Any  person,  or  group  that  would  like  to  assist  the  commission  on 
this  project,  please  contact  any  member  of  the  commission,  or  the  Selectmen. 

The  commission  meets  once  a  month  (unless  a  special  meeting  is  called) 
on  the  last  Tuesday  of  the  month.   Anyone  can,  and  perhaps  should  attend  these 
meetings.  Anyone  having  any  ideas  they  think  that  will  be  helpfull,  please 
attend  our  meetings,  or  let  us  know  about  them  in  writing.  We  the  members  of 
this  commission  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Town  Officials,  County  and  State 
Officials  for  their  help  and  cooperation.

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SUMMARy  OF  FINDINGS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Board  of  Commissioners 
Rollins  ford  Sewer  District 
Rollinsford,  New  Hampshire 

Gent lemen : 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examination  and  audit  of  the 
Rollinsford  Sewer  District  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1973,  which  was 
made  by  this  Division  in  Accordance  with  your  request.   Exhibits  as  hereafter  list- 
ed are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

As  indicated  in  our  previous  audit  report,  the  value  of  the  fixed  assets 
listed  in  the  Comparative  Balance  Sheets,  was  obtained  by  summarizing  expenditures 
for  sewer  construction,  as  disclosed  by  unaudited  information  contained  in  pub- 
lished Town  Reports.  We  are,  therefore,  unable  to  express  an  opinion  regarding 
the  financial  condition  of  the  District  at  December  31,  1972. 

We  again,  want  to  stress  the  necessity  of  maintaining  adequate  records  for 
the  Fixed  Asset  accounts  (Plant,  Property  and  Equipment),  owned  by  the  District. 
Such  records  are  essential  for  the  preparation  of  periodic  financial  statements 
and  the  precise  determination  of  the  results  of  operations  during  each  fiscal 
year. 

Also,  your  attention  is  directed  to  Chapter  52;  Section  8  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated,  relative  to  the  duties  of  District  Officials;  particularly 
those  of  the  Treasurer  and  Commissioners.   As  indicated  therein,  the  law  provides 
that  these  officials  shall  possess  the  same  powers  and  perform  the  same  duties 
as  the  Treasurer  and  Selectmen  of  towns  respectively. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1972,  the  Treasurer  did  not  main- 
tain a  cash  book,  and  likewise,  did  not  reconcile  the  checking  account  for  the 
entire  year.   Furthermore,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  commissioners  to  procure 
the  services  of  a  competent  bookkeeper  and  assure  themselves  that  proper  accounting 
records,  prescribed  for  municipal  entities  of  this  type,  are  maintained. 

Again,  we  recommend  that  sewer  rental  billings  to  consumers  be  committed  to 
the  Town  Tax  Collector  in  accordance  with  the  law. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Section  27,  Chapter  71,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated, 
require  that  the  auditors'  Summary  of  Findings  and  Recommendations  (letter  of 
transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  District, 
Publication  of  the  Exhibits  contained  in  this  report  is  optional,  but  this  letter 
must  be  published  in  its  entirety. 

We  express  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  office  staff  of  the  Rollinsford 
Sewer  District  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  this  audit.

It  is  again  with  pleasure  that  I  offer  to  you^^a  report  that  covers  in  part 
some  of  the  activities  of  the  Rollinsford  Grade  School  during  the  past  year, 

RESPONSIBILITY  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

In  accomplishing  its  purpose  of  education  for  well  rounded  citizenship,  the 
school  is  not  alone  in  its  efforts.   The  Home,  The  Church,  and  other  community 
agencies  share  this  great  responsibility.   Schools  are  established  to  teach  those 
essentials  not  taught  by  other  agencies  of  society.   If  one  of  these  agencies  fails 
in  its  duty  toward  the  education  of  the  child,  the  responsibility  falls  upon  the 
school,  thereby  increasing  its  already  heavy  responsibility.   Schools  began  orig- 
inally with  the  introduction  and  wide  use  of  written  language,  and  in  the  beginning 
the  curriculum  was  limited  to  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic.   Cultural  advance- 
ments and  changes  in  our  way  of  living  brought  new  things  to  be  taught,  new  methods 
to  be  employed,  new  devices  to  be  used,  great  expansion  of  the  things  to  be  taught, 
together  with  a  broadening  and  deepening  of  the  scope  of  the  elementary  curriculum. 
Today  because  of  the  ever  increasing  amount  of  knowledge  that  is  available,  and 
is  becoming  available,  material  that  was  formerly  taught  in  high  schools,  and  in 
some  cases  on  the  graduate  level  in  college,  is  now  being  taught  in  the  elementary 
school.   The  result  is  that  our  equipment  needs  have  been  and  are  steadily  increas- 
ing from  year  to  year  in  order  that  we  may  best  help  the  pupils  to  compete  success- 
fully with  youngsters  of  other  areas. 

No  other  people  have  ever  expected  so  much  of  its  schools,  and  no  other  people 
have  ever  been  served  so  well  by  its  schools.   The  amount  of  education  required 
for  complete  living  has  greatly  increased  while  the  educational  service  rendered 
by  the  home  and  some  community  agencies  has  declined  substantially.  As  a  result, 
the  school's  responsibility  has  increased  disproportionately. 

The  public  schools  have  primary  responsibility  for  some  phases  of  education, 
partial  responsibility  for  other  phases  of  education,  and  an  overall  responsibility 
for  educational  leadership  in  the  community.   However,  the  school  can  effectively 
assume  its  role  only  when  supplied  with  the  tools  with  which  to  work.   If  the  tools 
are  lacking,  then  the  efforts  of  the  school  are  curtailed,  and  circumscribed  by 
this  lack.   Of  course  the  results  are  observable  in  that  the  pupil  cannot  compete 
successfully  with  his  peer  groups. 

(1)  The  phases  of  education  for  which  the  school  has  primary  responsibility 
include  reading,  handwriting,  arithmetic,  spelling,  and  the  essentials  basic,  of 
oral  and  written  composition,  the  social  studies,  and  science.   Reading  is  an 
important  primary  responsibility  of  the  school.   Legible  writing  and  proficiency 
is  arithmetic  for  ordinary  needs,  and  the  ability  to  spell  one's  written  vocabu- 
lary are  essential  elements  also  of  the  social  studies  and  science  together  with  a 
working  proficiency  in  the  use  of  English  are  also  primary  responsibilities  of  the 
school. 

(2)  Responsibilities  for  some  phases  of  education  are  shared  jointly  and  in 
varying  degrees  by  the  school  and  other  educational  agencies  (home,  church, 
community,  movies,  television,  and  radio,  and  press).   These  shared  responsibili- 
ties include  vocational  fitness,  and  the  broad  outcomes  of  general  education  such 
as  the  American  Way  of  Life,  scientific  attitude  of  mide,  health  and  safety, 
consumer  competence,  conservation,  ecology,  thrift,  and  family  living,  the  arts, 
and  moral,  ethical,  and  spiritual  values.   These  shared  outcomes  also  include 
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proficiency  in  the  worthy  use  of  leisure  time. 

(3)   The  school  has  a  community-wide  responsibility  for  educational  leader- 
ship.  It  supports  and  encourages  other  educational  agencies  in  the  performance 
of  their  functions  in  order  to  provide  a  well  rounded  educational  program  for 
the  community  as  a  whole. 

These  three  responsibilities  of  the  school  are  not  separate  and  apart,  but 
are  interrelated.   They  operate  at  the  same  time.  The   school,  however,  sees  all 
three  of  these  functions  clearly  and  strives,  not  alone,  but  with  the  active  aid 
of  the  other  educational  agencies,  to  perform  them  well.   Unless  the  school  per- 
forms well  the  first  function  it  cannot  perform  well  the  second;  and  unless  it 
performs  the  first  two  efficiently,  it  cannot  perform  the  third  and  provide  an 
adequate  educational  leadership  for  the  community  as  a  whole. 

The  general  aim  of  elementary  education,  like  the  aim  of  education  as  a 
whole  is  the  fullest  development  of  each  child  to  the  utmost  of  the  child's 
abilities.   The  child  himself  must  assume  responsibility  for  his  actions  and  aims 
for  furthering  himself  along  the  educational  way.   The  day  is  long  gone  when  the 
school  should  be  considered  a  place  for  fun  and  games. 

Modern  elementary  school  is  concerned  with  helping  each  child  to  affect  a 
behavioral  change  of  each  of  the  following  types : 

(1)  Knowledge  and  understanding 

(2)  Skill  and  competence 

(3)  Attitudes  and  interest 

These  changes  should  be  applied  in  the  following  areas: 

(1)  Physical  development 

(2)  Individual  social  and  emotional  development 

(3)  Ethical  behavior 

(4)  Social  relations 

(5)  The  social  world 

(6)  Esthetic  Development 

(7)  Communication 

(8)  Quantitative  relationships 

(9)  Qualitative  Judgments. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  manual  published  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Education  entitled  "Minimum  Standards  and  Recommendations 
for  New  Hampshire  Public  Schools." 

The  New  Hampshire  Elementary  School  Should: 

1.  Have  clearly  stated  purposes  that  represent  its  commitment  to  children,  to 
knowledge,  and  to  society. 

2.  Have  a  responsibility  beyond  the  teaching  of  the  "basic  skills". 

3.  Reflect  a  concern  for  self-concept  and  personality  development  of  children. 

4.  Provide  opportunities  for  children  to  practice  and  to  learn  the  skills  of 
effective  group  living  as  a  part  of  their  learning  experience. 

5.  Demonstrate  its  respect  for  the  individual. 

6.  Foster  creativity  in  children. 

7.  Recognize  and  must  make  provision  for  meeting  the  individual  difference  in 
children. 

8.  Relate  the  learning  experiences  of  children  to  their  world  and  to  reality 
as  they  know  it. 
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9.  Provide  opportunities  for  children  to  share  in  planning  and  organizing  their 
classroom  activities. 

10.  View  evaluation  as  a  continuing  activity,  that  is,  an  integral  part  of  learn- 
ing rather  than  an  aftermath. 

11.  Be  responsive  to  children's  needs  that  arise  from  conditions  peculiar  to  the 
home,  the  community,  and  the  neighborhood. 

12.  Be  free  to  develop  the  specifics  of  its  instructional  progress. 

13.  Use  the  time  of  children  and  staff  in  ways  that  are  consistent  with  the 
purposes  of  its  instructional  program. 

14.  Be  of  reasonable  size  and  must  maintain  classroom  units  that  foster  optimum 
learning  opportunities. 

15.  Purposely  place  each  child  in  a  setting  that  best  promotes  his  learning. 

16.  Be  attentive  to  the  problems  created  by  transitions  from  grade  to  grade  and 
from  school  to  school. 

17.  Effectively  utilize  the  strengths  of  its  staff. 

18.  Extend  beyond  the  four  walls  of  the  classroom  and  beyond  the  physical  limits 
of  the  school  building. 

19.  Have  superior  leadership. 

20.  Hqve  a  competent  staff. 

21.  Assume  a  leadership  role  in  the  community. 

FACULTY 

There  has  been  but  one  change^  in  the  members  of  the  faculty  during  the  past 
year.  Mrs.  Linda  Lash  was  granted  a  year's  leave  of  absence,  and  her  place  was 
very  capably  taken  by  Mrs.  Bette  Kirby  who  came  to  us  well  recommended. 

Again  this  year  we  have  the  services  of  Miss  Elaine  Lauterboim,  the  Title  I 
Director  for  Somersworth.  We  have  her  on  a  shared  basis  of  2%  days  per  week. 
She  is  working  with  both  the  members  of  the  faculty  and  the  pupils  of  the  school 
in  the  field  of  Guidance. 

We  have  the  services  this  year  of  Miss  Leslie  Myers  who  is  working  with  the 
pupils  in  the  area  of  speech  therapy.  We  have  her  on  a  part  time  basis  of  one 
day  per  week. 

We  also  have  Mrs.  Catherine  Valentine  who  is  working  with  both  the  Teachers 
and  the  Pupils  in  the  field  of  Reading  and  Cross  age  tutoring.  Her  programs  are 
working  well.   She  is  with  us  on  a  part  time  basis  of  2%  days  per  week. 

In  the  field  of  Music  Instruction  we  have  Mr.  Chellis  Carville  who  devotes 
one  day  a  week,  Monday  to  instrumental  instruction  on  a  variety  of  instruments. 

The  regular  vocal  and  classroom  music  program  is  being  capably  handled  by 
Mrs,  Barbara  Lawton  who  come  to  us  one  day  per  week. 

Reference  to  the  Faculty  Data  Sheet  will  give  the  facts  concerning  the 
teachers . 
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INSTRUCTION 

Since  the  status  of  educational  instruction  in  the  United  States  is  in  a 
great  state  of  change,  we  as  a  school  cannot  afford  to  ignore  these  changes. 
We  are  committed  to  the  concept  of  individualized  instruction,  recognizing  the 
fact  that  each  child  is  a  separate  individual  and  possessing  skills,  knowlege,  and 
learning  rates  of  varying  degrees  that  require  individual  attention  from  the 
teachers  who  present  them  with  challenging  materials  geared  to  the  child's  own 
needs.   Each  child  is  encouraged  to  progress  at  his  own  rate  and  materials  are 
provided  so  that  maximum  learning  can  take  place.   Each  child  is  becoming  more 
aware  of  his  own  responsibility  in  the  learning  process. 


ENROLLMENT 

The  enrollment  of  the  Rollins  ford  Grade  School  this  year  has  dropped  somewhat 
rrom  that  of  previous  years.   This  is  a  reflection  of  the  decline  nationwide  of 
the  birth  rate,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  a  niimber  of  children  have  moved  with 
their  parents  to  other  communities.

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HOT  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

The  hot  lunch  program  of  the  Rollins  ford  Grade  School  is  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Mrs.  Kathaleen  R.  Burke,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Rose  Roberts  and  Mrs.  Rhea 
Merest.   These  ladies  are  charged  with  the  preparation  and  serving  of  the  noon 
meal.   They  handle  their  assignments  in  a  very  capable  manner  with  menus  that  are 
well  prepared,  well  balanced,  and  appealing  to  the  eye  and  the  inner  man.   Of 
economic  necessity  we  are  somewhat  limited  in  the  kind  and  variety  of  the  offer- 
ings that  can  be  made.  We  have  been  forced  by  the  Federal  government  to  provide 
a  large  number  of  free  meals  each  day.   This  year  we  have  also  been  forced  by 
the  economic  situation  to  increase  the  cost  of  hot  lunch  and  recess  milk  as  well. 
However,  with  the  costs  of  foods  increasing  almost  daily,  we  have  not  become  a 
profit  making  institution. 

Each  meal  is  a  Type  A  meal  consisting  of: 

(1)  a  main  dish  (of  meat,  or  poultry,  or  fish,  or  cheese) 

(2)  a  vegetable  or  a  salad 

(3)  a  sandwich  of  some  sort 

(4)  a  %  pint  of  homogenized,  pasteurized  milk 

(5)  a  dessert 

Cost  of  lunch  per  child  -  40c  per  meal. 

The  number  of  meals  served  varies  from  day  to  day,  and  from  week  to  week. 

The  average  number  of  meals  served  per  day  -  140,  or  approximately  507o  of 
the  School  enrollment.

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KJKADING  PROGRAM 

The  early  part  of  the  school  year  was  spent  in  working  with  each  classroom 
teacher  and  checking  sometimes  formally,  but  more  often  informallj',  the  reading 
needs  of  the  children  in  the  classroom.  Such  checking  had  a  three  -  fold  pur- 
pose: to  prescribe  materials  and  levels  for  various  children;  to  introduce  the 
Silvaroli  test  as  a  quick  classroom  inventory  type  of  test;  and  to  emphasize  the 
importance  of  placing  a  child  at  his  or  her  most  comfortable  and  suitable  level 
for  reading. 

The  New  England  Reading  Association  had  its  annual  conference  in  October. 
I  was  able  to  see  many  publishers'  exhibits,  and  receive  samples  and  information 
on  various  reading  programs .   I  reported  back  to  the  school  information  gathered 
from  the  various  talks  and  workshops. 

I  have  been  working  with  some  children  on  an  individual  basis  and  some  on  a 
group  basis.  We  have  also  been  setting  up  a  cross -age  tutoring  program.  The 
program  was  organized  with  the  older  remedial  children  in  mind.   Older  students 
think  that  they  "know"  how  to  do  most  of  the  skills  taught  in  the  primary  grades. 
They  hesitate  about  learning  primary  level  reading  skills  for  their  own  benefit, 
but  they  are  willing  to  releam  such  skills  so  that  they  might  become  tutors. 
Rather  than  limit  the  tutors  to  children  in  need  of  remedial  help,  (and  theraby 
"label"  the  program),  we  have  included  all  children  in  the  school  who  volunteer 
for  tutoring. 

We  chose  cross-age  tutoring  as  something  that  would  fit  well  into  the  con- 
cept of  open  education.   It  offers  many  advantages  for  "opening-up"  a  school. 
It  involves  cooperation  between  teachers  and  teachers,  children  and  children 
and  children  and  teachers. 

I  am  promoting  the  idea  of  the  reading  teacher  as  a  resource  person  for 
both  children  and  teachers.   Thus,  I  do  try  to  obtain  and  suggest  reading  mater- 
ials for  classroom  teachers;  have  tutor  conferences  and  make  myself  available  for 
their  questions  and  ideas;  and  try  to  attend  meetings  and  conferences  that  will 
allow  me  to  gather  useful  information  for  the  school.

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SPEECH  THERAPY  PROGRAM 

The  speech  program  Includes  children  having  articulation  and  language  devel- 
opment problems.  The  children  are  seen  once  a  week  on  a  one-to-one  or  group 
basis.   Sessions  are  20-30  minutes  in  length. 

An  integral  part  of  the  speech  program  is  the  home  program  that  is  individu- 
alized to  meet  each  child's  special  speech  needs  —  this  booklet  explains  how  the 
sound  is  made,  and  includes  games  and  exercises  to  reinforce  correct  speech. 

In  the  Fall,  each  classroom  is  screened  for  speech  problems  —  teacher 
referrals  are  accepted  throughout  the  year.  Thirty-one  students  were  involved 
in  the  speech  therapy  program  in  1973.

a.  Approve  the  dual  enrollment  plan  between  the  district  and  St.  Thomas 
Aquinas  High  School  for  the  school  year  1973-74:  Algebra,  Math  9,  Geometry, 
Biology,  Advanced  Biology,  Physics,  Electronics,  Art  and  Physical  Education. 
The  faculty  will  consist  of  an  administrative  staff  and  8  1/5  teachers, 
which  plan  shall  be  administered  by  the  school  district  of  Dover  and  further 
authorize  the  school  board  to  sign  the  necessary  agreements  to  implement  the 
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b.  Authorize  the  school  board  to  assign  certain  students,  who  are  residents 
of  the  district  to  the  dual  enrollment  classes  administered  by  the  district 
of  Dover  and  further  authorize  the  school  board  to  make  contractual  arrange- 
ments as  may  be  necessary  to  implement  said  assignment  of  students. 

c.  Appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,800.00  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  tuition 
incurred  by  the  assignment  of  said  students  to  the  dual  enrollment  program 
administered  by  the  district  and  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  apply  for 
any  grants  under  RSA  198:21,  which  funds  will  be  credited  to  the  district. 

Motion  was  made  by  Martin  Lussier,  seconded  by  Lester  Eldridge  to  accept  Article  9 
as  read.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  8.   To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate  for 
the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents, 
and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the 
application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received 
from  the  State  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to 
certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appro- 
priation, which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  Town. 

Ovid  Viel  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  budget  as  recommended  by  the  budget  committee. 
Seconded  by  Mr.  Eldridge. 

Some  discussion  followed  concerning  $3,500,00  for  a  librarian  which  was  not  recom- 
mended by  the  budget  committee,  but  was  recommended  by  the  school  board.   Mr. 
Jansen  explained  that  the  PTC  has  been  carrying  a  librarian  for  one  half  a  day. 
The  school  board  thought  it  was  important  to  have  a  librarian  if  the  children  were 
to  develope  reading  skills. 

Also  some  discussion  was  brought  up  the  figure  in  the  budget  for  the  vocational 
school  tuition.   The  State  has  informed  us  that  any  children  we  send  to  the  voca- 
tional school  will  have  to  have  their  tuition  paid  by  the  Town.  Mr.  Jansen  read 
a  letter  from  the  State  explaining  that  the  State  would  no  longer  pay  for  this 
service. 

After  much  discussion  the  motion  to  accept  the  budget  as  recommended  by  the  budget 
committee  was  carried. 

ARTICLE  10.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting. 

Mr.  Green  gave  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  moderator  and  the  school  board,  for  a  job 
well  done. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Martin  Lussier  to  adjourn,  seconded  by  Ovid  Viel;  carried. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  9:30  p.m.

ROLLINS FORD.  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
MARCH  6,  1973 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Acting  Moderator,  Edgar  Gray  at  8:10  p.m. 
The  warrant  was  read  by  Mr.  Gray.

ARTICLE  II.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  disolve  the  Parks  and  Playgrounds 

Board  and  to  turn  the  duties  presently  exercised  by  said  Board  over 
to  the  Recreation  Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, and  to  have  the  appropriated  amounts  in  the  budget  placed  in 
the  account  of  the  Recreation  Commission,  and  to  turn  over  the 
maintenance  of  the  parks  and  playgrounds  to  the  Highway  Department 
transferring  appropriated  amounts  to  the  Highway  Department  for  said 
work. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Martin  Lussier  to  accept  Article  2  as  read,  seconded  by 
William  West.   Edmund  Jansen  made  a  motion  to  table  this  article  until  another 
time,  seconded  by  Edmund  McCann.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  III.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  the  duties  of  the  Fence 
Viewer  and  Board  of  Surveyors  of  Wood  and  Lumber  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Ovid  Viel  made  a  motion  to  not  accept  Article  3  as  read,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Emerson. 
A  vote  by  hand  show  was  yea  38  -  no  40.   This  means  the  article  has  been  accepted 
as  read. 

ARTICLE  IV.    To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

One  (1)  member  for  Parks  and  Playgrounds.   Motion  by  Ed.  Glovinski  to  nominate 
Ovid  Viel.   Ovid  Viel  declined.  Mrs.  Hanson  nominated  Paul  Hanson,  seconded  by 
Mr.  LaRochelle.   Mr.  LaRochelle  made  a  motion  to  cast  one  ballot  for  Paul  Hanson, 
seconded  by  Michael  Peters. 

ARTICLE  V.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the 

Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State 
and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  for  use  as  set-offs  against  bud- 
get appropriations  in  the  amount  indicated;  and  further  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  make  prorata  reductions  in  the  amounts  if  estimated 
^^  entitlements  are  reduced  or  take  any  other  action  thereof:

Martin  Lussier  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  5  as  read,  seconded  by  Lester 
Eldridge.  Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  VI.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  One  Thousand,  Five 

Hundred  dollars  ($1,500,00)  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  warning  horn 
for  the  new  Fire  Station. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Lester  Eldridge,  seconded  by  Bob  Gameau  to  accept  the  arti- 
cle as  read.   In  the  absence  of  the  Fire  Chief,  Bob  Gameau  made  a  motion  to  go 
on  to  the  next  Article  until  the  Fire  Chief  who  was  out  fighting  a  fire  could 
come  to  the  meeting,  seconded  by  Romeo  Therrien.   Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  VII.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty-six  thousand 
dollars  ($26,000.00)  for  the  purchase  of  two  (2)  new  trucks,  with 
the  necessary  equipment,  if  the  decision  is  made  by  the  Selectmen 
and  Budget  Committee  to  assume  the  plowing  of  Town  roads. 

Martin  Lussier  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  7  as  read,  seconded  by  Lester 
Eldridge.  George  Leuchs  made  the  following  ammendment  to  be  added  to  Article  7. 
If  it  is  decided  to  purchase  this  equipment,  the  Selectmen  are  authorized  to 
execute  bonds  and  or  notes  for  the  purchase  of  such  equipment  not  to  exceed 
$26,000.00;  such  bonds  or  notes  to  be  liquidated  over  a  five  (5)  year  period 
with  payments  as  follows:  first  year,  $6,000.00;  next  four  years,  $5,000.00 
plus  interest.   Vote  on  the  ammendment  was  carried. 

The  vote  of  Article  7  as  ammended  was  carried. 

Back  not  to  Article  6,  as  the  Fire  Chief  has  arrived  and  he  explained  that  we 
needed  the  four  way  horn  because  of  the  site  of  the  fire  station.   The  Chief  has 
told  us  that  the  new  fire  station  will  be  up  by  August  1st.   The  vote  on  the  arti- 
cle was  carried. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  budget  as  submitted  by 
the  Budget  Committee. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Martin  Lussier  to  accept  Article  8  as  read,  seconded  by 
Joseph  Lauze. 

Clyde  Roberts  made  a  motion  to  cut  the  Town  Officers'  expenses  from  $8,475.00  to 
$4,475.00.   Paul  Janetos  made  a  motion  to  ammend  to  reserve  $5,000.00  in  the 
Town  Equipment  Fund,  seconded  by  Clyde  Roberts.  Motion  carried. 

The  vote  on  Article  8  with  the  previous  eliminations  was  carried. 

ARTICLE  IX.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Build- 
ing Committee,  consisting  of  three  (3)  Selectmen,  two  (2)  planning 
board  members.  Police  Chief,  one  (1)  Conservation  Committee  member, 
and  four (4)  Interested  citizens  to  a  report  at  the  next  Town  Meeting 
on  the  remodeling,  rebuilding  or  relocating  of  our  Town  Hall  along 
with  estimated  construction  costs. 

Martin  Lussier  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  9  as  read,  seconded  by  Mr.  Theoret. 
Motion  Carried. 

ARTICLE  X.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  transfer  the  two 
parcels  of  land  obtained  from  Public  Service  Company  of  New  Hamp- 
shire on  the  Easterly  side  of  the  Salmon  Falls  River  Association 
for  the  sum  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar  upon  condition  that  there  shall  be 


a  perpetual  right  of  way  for  the  public  to  the  Salmon  Falls  River, 
and  on  further  condition  that  said  lands  shall  not  be  sold  or  used 
for  any  other  purpose  then  for  conservation  or  public  recreation, 
and  that  in  the  event  the  conditions  are  not  sati«fied,  that  said 
land  shall  revert  back  to  the  Town  of  Rollinsford,  and  on  further 
conditions  that  in  the  event  the  Salmon  Falls  River  Association  shall 
cease  to  exist  or  perform  the  functions  and  said  functions  are  not 
assumed  by  some  other  public  agency,  then  said  title  to  said  land 
shall  revert  to  the  Town  of  Rollinsford. 

Martin  Lussier  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  read,  seconded  by  Michael 
Peters, 

Martin  Lussier  made  a  motion  to  aramend  the  Article  and  to  insert  the  following: 
to  include  the  land  on  Rollinsford' s  side  above  the  shoe  shop  and  the  dam; 
seconded  by  Edmund  Jansen.   Motion  on  the  ammendments  carried. 

The  motion  as  ammended  now  reads : 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  transfer  the 
two  (2)  parcels  of  land  obtained  from  Public  Service  Company  of 
New  Hampshire  on  the  Easterly  side  of  the  Salmon  Falls  River,  in 
Berwick  and  South  Berwick,  Maine,  and  to  include  the  land  on  the 
Rollinsford  side  above  the  shoe  shop  and  the  dam,  to  the  Salmon 
Falls  River  Association  for  the  sum  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar  upon 
condition  that  there  shall  be  a  perpetual  right  of  way  for  the 
public  to  the  Salmon  Falls  River,  and  on  further  condition  that 
said  land  shall  not  be  sold  or  used  for  any  other  purpose  then  for 
conservation  or  public  recreation,  and  that  in  the  event  the  condi- 
tions are  not  satisfied,  that  said  land  shall  revert  back  to  the 
Town  of  Rollinsford,  and  on  further  conditions  that  in  the  event 
the  Salmon  Falls  River  Association  shall  cease  to  exist  or  perform 
the  functions  and  said  functions  are  not  assumed  by  some  other 
public  agency,  then  said  title  to  said  land  shall  revert  to  the 
Town  of  Rollinsford, 

The  vote  on  Article  10  as  ammended  was  carried. 

ARTICLE  XI.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  dispose, 
through  negotiating,  the  abandoned  hydroplant  and  adjacent  land, 
thereto,  recently  acquired  from  the  Public  Seirvice  Company  of  New 
Hampshire. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Lester  Eldridge  to  accept  Article  11  as  read,  seconded  by 
Martin  Lussier.   Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  XII.   By  petition,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Public 
Library,  pursuant  to  RSA  Chapter  202 -A,  and 

A.  To  chose  a  Board  of  Library  Trustees  consisting  of  six  (6)  per- 
sons; two  (2)  persons  to  be  elected  for  one  (1)  year  term;  two  (2) 
for  two  (2)  year  terms;  and  two  (2)  for  three  (3)  year  terms,  to 
have  custody  and  management  of  said  Public  Library  and  of  all  the 
property  of  the  Town  relating  thereto,  except  Trust  Funds  held  by 
said  Library. 

B.  To  authorize  said  Trustees  to  accept  any  bequest,  devise,  or 
donation  for  the  establishment,  maintenance,  and  support  of  said 
Library. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Martion  Lussier,  seconded  by  Edward  McCann  to  accept  the 
article  as  read.   Motion  was  defeated  by  42-22  vote, 

ARTICLE  XIII,  To  see  if  the  Town  desires  to  advise  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  the 
ordinance  banning  recreation  vehicles  on  Town  cwned  land. 

Edmund  Jansen  made  the  following  motion  to  table  pending  further  study,  and  the 


Selectmen  be  directed  to  appoint  a  five  person  committee  within  30  days  to  investi- 
gate recreation  vehicles  use  in  Rollins  ford  and  then  to  draft  a  revised  recreation- 
al vehicle  ordinance.   This  committee,  which  will  include  one  person  from  the 
Conservation  Commission,  one  from  the  Planning  Board,  one  from  the  Recreation 
Committee,  one  from  the  Rollinsford  Ski-mobile  club,  and  one  citizen  at  large, 
will  submit  a  final  report  on  the  revised  recreational  vehicle  use  ordinance  to 
the  Selectmen  not  later  than  October  1,  1973.   After  consultation  with  the  Town 
Counsel,  the  revised  ordinance  will  be  presented  to  voters  of  Rollinsford  at  the 
first  Town  meeting  after  October  15,  1973.   Seconded  by  Martin  Lussier.  Motion 
carried. 

ARTICLE  XIV.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes. 

Ovid  Viel  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  14  as  read,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Emerson. 
Motion  Carried. 

ARTICLE  XV.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  adminis- 
tor  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  that  has  been  or  may  be  acquired 
through  Tax  Collector's  Deeds. 

Martin  Lussier  made  a  motion  to  accept  Article  15  as  read,  seconded  by  Edmund 
Jansen.   Motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  XVI.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting. 

One  item  was  as  follows :   To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  advise  the  Selectmen  on 
the  recent  ordinance  change  made  by  them,  revising  the  Sunday  opening  hours  for 
certain  retail  business  establishments  from  1:00  p.m.  to  12:00  p.m. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Martin  Lussier,  seconded  by  George  Theoret  to  give  the  retail 
stores  the  above  permission.  Motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Martin  Lussier  seconded  by  George  Theoret  to  adjourn  the 
meeting.   The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  11:27  p.m.
